To prevent people from being surprised by half- 

- gallon pricing; Slatc,Iawrcquires a sipi on each pump 
to read, "Actual sale fsdoiibtc this amount." . 

If she hadn't had to switch to holf^gallon priciiig to 
raise prices. Phillips said, she wnuld have raised the 
price of premium and unleaded gas obovc $1 a month' 
ago. ■ ' .

Gem airlines 



BOISE (UPI) -^ov. John 
Evans said Monday Gem Stale 
Airlines will not become a state- 
, owned airline and expressed hope the ' 
carrier would continue operating for 
several more weeks until other 
airlines took over Its routes. 
- Gem State President Justin Colin 
announced lost Thursday tho. airline, 
would suspend operations Friday 
because he could not compete with 
federally-subsidized carriers. But 
Colin said he bad o plan to turn the 
airline Into the nation's first state- 
operated carrier to furnish commuter 
air service to Idaho. 

"Obviously we're not Interested In 
becoming a state airline operation,"

The governor said such a move is 
prohibited by the state's constitution. 

Evans said he had not^poke with 
Colin about- delaying the airline's 
dosuirc, but hoped to do so Monday., 
afternoon. 

He said he wanted to ask Colin for at
